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Disabled man urges council to switch streetlights back on after... 


‘POINTLESS 

VANDALISM’

UNDER the cover of darkness, 
thugs smashed the front and rear 
windscreens of a disabled man’s 
car, squirted it with ketchup and 
flour, and draped toilet paper 
around its wing mirrors. 

Alan Pearch, 60, was “fuming” 
when he discovered the damage 
wrought upon his white Hyundai in 
the early hours of the morning. 

The retired courier said it would 
not have happened if Surrey Coun¬ 
ty Council and Surrey Police had 
decided to turn thousands of street¬ 
lights off between midnight and 
5am. 

The council and the police took 
the decision to switch off more than 
40,000 streetlights across Surrey in 
the early hours to try to balance the 
council’s budget. The council ex¬ 
pected to save about £210,000 a year 
from turning the lights off. 

Mr Pearch - who has lived in Ton- 
stall Road, Ewell, for 23 years - said 
before the attack at about 2.30am 
on Saturday, March 23, the worst 
thing that had happened to his car 
was when a cyclist got a puncture 
and stumbled headfirst into his car 
door. 


He was about to go to bed when 
he heard loud bangs from outside 
his house. His neighbour then came 
round asking if he had seen what 
happened to his car. 

Mr Pearch, who has four crushed 
discs in his spine because of a car 
crash, a deteriorated spine and cal¬ 
cified hip, said he was “fuming” 
when he first saw the damage and 
when he paid £90 for repairs to his 
car. 

He said: “Without the street¬ 
lights, you have got no way of know¬ 
ing what is happening to your car. 
If the lights had been on, this could 
have been seen.” 

“This is pointless vandalism that 
has cost me money, and on my pen¬ 
sion that hurts. I think they chose 
my car because they knew it would 
cause maximum distress.” 

Mr Pearch added: “My wife and 
I are extremely tired, but we have 
slept so lightly the last few nights. 
We are jumping at every slight 
noise. In the dark, noises seem to 
increase.”

'Stupid’ arsonists set off fires in parks

A spate of large fires in dry 
woodland is putting people’s 
lives and property at risk, 
firefighters have warned. 

Epsom fire station issued 
the warning after being 
called out to “about five” 
fires in Nonsuch Park on the 
Epsom-Cheam border last 
week, and other fires on Ep¬ 
som Common and London 
Road recreation ground on 
Sunday afternoon. 

Each fire had several 
points of origin, which sug¬ 
gests they were started delib¬ 
erately, firefighters said. 

Watch commander Gareth 
Arnold warned that fires in 
dry woodland could spread 
more easily as temperatures 
increase and that crews being 
called to “stupid” fires divert¬ 
ed resources away from more 
serious or dangerous calls. 

“It’s just a stupid thing 
to do,” he said. “It’s a large, 
wooded area, and it’s so dry 
out there, that it spreads. 

“It takes up a lot of re¬ 
sources and puts lives and 
property at risk.” 

The crew were called out 
to Epsom Common at about 
4pm on Sunday, April 9, 
to Nonsuch Park at about 
8pm and then to London Road 
recreation ground in Ewell 
at about 8.40pm later that 


evening. 

Ghazal Diani, who was 
walking on Epsom Common 
at the time and called the 
fire brigade, said the fire was 
“about 100 metres wide”. She 
added: “The firemen did an 


excellent job at stopping it 
spread.” 

Watch commander Arnold 
said it was “lucky” that a 
dog walker had come across 
the fire last night. He added 
that the crew had been called 


to Nonsuch Park several 
times last week and that he 
had made the police aware of 
the fires. Surrey Police is in¬ 
vestigating the fires on Sun¬ 
day, April 9.

Treatment 
is faster 

A&E patients at Epsom and 
St Helier hospitals received 
treatment faster than an¬ 
ywhere else in London 
after the NHS trust pio¬ 
neered a new approach to 
emergency care. 

The trust implemented the 
‘patient flow’ policy, after 
a winter vomiting bug put 
pressure on bed numbers in 
December 2015. 

Under the programme hos¬ 
pital leaders arrange ‘hud¬ 
dle’ meetings together at 
9am, 11am and 3pm in order 
to assess patients on site. 

Medically fit people are 
discharged to free up beds 
in acute emergency wards 
and inpatients are cared for 
on the right speciality ward 
for their condition as part of 
the system. 

After it adopted the 
scheme the trust reached 
the NHS target for 2016/17 to 
treat 95 per cent of patients 
within four hours. 

Caroline Landon, the chief 
operating officer at Epsom 
and St Helier hospitals, said: 
“Achieving this standard 
is very much a team ef¬ 
fort and, although we have 
to thank our nurses, doc¬ 
tors and support staff work¬ 
ing on the frontline of our 
busy A&E departments, 
there are hundreds of staff 
working behind the scenes 
who also helped to make 
this possible.”

How a simple test could help save your life 



One in 14 men and one in 19 women will be diagnosed with bowel cancer in their lifetime 


BOWEL cancer kills more 
than 44 people each day and 
is the second most deadly 
type of cancer. 

One in 14 men and one in 
19 women will be diagnosed 
with bowel cancer in their 
life time but early diagnosis 
dramatically increases the 
chances of survival. 

This month Bowel Cancer 
UK is aiming to raise aware¬ 
ness of the disease and en¬ 
courage people to get tested. 

Each person aged 60 to 74 
and registered with a GP will 
receive a free screening test 
in the post every two years, 
however statistics show peo¬ 
ple could be missing out on a 
potentially life saving early 
diagnosis by not posting the 
test back. 

According to figures re¬ 
leased by Public Health Eng¬ 
land in 2015/16 only 43 per 
cent of people living in Lew¬ 
isham, who receive a screen¬ 
ing test in the post, actually 
complete it. 

Lewisham resident Linda 
Killick, 71, was diagnosed 
with bowel cancer in 2010 
after taking part in the bow¬ 
el cancer screening pro¬ 
gramme. 

Linda, who was diagnosed 
with cancer at 64 years old, 
said: “By doing the tests 
when I did, I was saved from 


the need to have chemo or ra¬ 
diotherapy, and, possibly, my 
life was saved. 

“I want other people to 
have the same chance that I 
did. Please take the screening 
kit when you are offered it, 
it may save your life and the 
lives of future generations. 

“Another reason for tak¬ 
ing the test that people need 
to know is that some bowel 


cancers seem to have an in¬ 
herited component - your 
children and grandchildren 
need to know if they have an 
increased possibility of de¬ 
veloping bowel cancer.” 

The test involves collect¬ 
ing three poo samples over a 
two-week period and sending 
it back in the provided free¬ 
post kit. 

It looks for hidden blood in 


your poo, which could be an 
early sign of bowel cancer. 

Other areas of south Lon¬ 
don have a similarly low up¬ 
take of the postal tests. 

Only 48 per cent of people 
living in the area covered 
by Merton Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group complete the 
test when they receive it in 
the post. 

Helen Watson, 80, from 


Southfields, has been giv¬ 
en the all clear from cancer 
after her diagnosis seven 
years ago. 

Helen said: “I received the 
screening test as a result of 
the age range for the test be¬ 
ing extended in January of 
2011 to 74 years old. 

“I had to do it three times as 
the results were inconsistent. 

“I received a letter with 
an appointment to go to St 
George’s Hospital, Tooting, 
for a colonoscopy. After sleep¬ 
ing for a while I was taken to a 
private room where I was told 
by a specialist cancer nurse I 
did have bowel cancer. 

“The process which would 
follow was carefully ex¬ 
plained and I remember dur¬ 
ing the next 10 days or so I 
got to know the layout of St 
George’s rather well. 

“Following blood tests, 
scans, X-rays and ultra 
sounds I was then referred 
for surgery. 

“Just six weeks after re¬ 
ceiving the letter calling me 
for a colonoscopy screening 
I had the surgery. I was dis¬ 
charged four days later. 

“A week later I had an ap¬ 
pointment to see my surgeon 
who explained histology had 
found cancer in one lymph 
node so recommended a 
course of chemotherapy.” 


“I reacted very badly to the 
first type of chemo I had so I 
was taken off that and treat¬ 
ed with an alternative. After 
the six months treatment I 
was declared cancer free, and 
I still have regular scans and 
see my surgeon and oncolo¬ 
gist every six months. 

“After five years post chemo 
I have been discharged from 
seeing the oncologist. 

“My surgeon tells me 
I will continue to have an¬ 
nual checks and probably a 
colonoscopy every three to 
five years.” 

Deborah Alsina, chief ex¬ 
ecutive of Bowel Cancer UK, 
added: “Nearly everyone di¬ 
agnosed at the earliest stage 
will survive, however this 
drops significantly as the dis¬ 
ease develops. If you are over 
60, take the test when you re¬ 
ceive it in the post. If you are 
younger, tell the people over 
60 in your life to complete it.” 

What are the early signs of 
bowel cancer? 

• Bleeding from your bottom 
and/or blood in your poo 

• A change in bowel habit 
lasting three weeks or more 

• Unexplained weight loss 

• Extreme tiredness for no 
obvious reason 

• A pain or lump in your 
tummy

Inspectors find drug-fuelled

Curtis Page was found guilty of indecent assault 

Kickboxing champ jailed 



Inspectors discovered decreasing staff morale at the prison 


A THREE-TIME world cham¬ 
pion kickboxer has been jailed 
for four years this week af¬ 
ter being found guilty of two 
counts of indecent assault. 

Curtis Page, a former head 
of the Great British Martial 
Arts Association, was sen¬ 
tenced at Isleworth Crown 
Court on April 10. 

He had been convicted at the 
same court last summer. 

Page, of College Road, Ep¬ 
som, had also been accused of 
further multiple sexual offenc¬ 


es against three girls - one 
as young as 12 - which were 
alleged to have taken place be¬ 
tween 1985 and 1995. 

But a jury at Isleworth 
Crown Court unanimously 
acquitted him of five counts 
of rape, nine counts of inde¬ 
cent assault, and one count of 
sexual intercourse with a girl 
under 13 last week. 

Page, 60, was also cleared 
of four further counts of in¬ 
decent assault by a majority 
decision on Monday, April 3.

WIDESPREAD drug use and 
a lack of staffing for rehabil¬ 
itation schemes have seen 
prisoners’ anxiety levels ris¬ 
ing and the number of phys¬ 
ical attacks at HMP High 
Down increasing, a new re¬ 
port has found. 

Prisoner attacks on staff 
nearly doubled in 2016 (from 
47 to 89 year-on-year), and oc¬ 
casions when officers had to 
use force rose (72 in June to 
November 2015 to 92 in June 
to November the year after), 
the prison’s independent 
monitoring board (IMB) re¬ 
ported this month. 

More prisoners were trans¬ 
ferred from the prison last 
year (27) to mental health 
facilities, than in 2015 (19), 
and the number of incidents 
when prisoners self-harmed 
rose from 281 in 2015 to 313 
last year. 

The Prison Service was 
forced to launch a recruit¬ 
ment drive at the prison on 
the border of Banstead and 
Sutton, offering staff higher 
wages, following “the loss of 


experienced staff, many of 
whom have left the service,” 
according to the IMB. 

The loss of staff led to “de¬ 
creasing levels of morale”, 
the imposition of a “restrict¬ 
ed regime for safety reasons” 
and reducing the time prison¬ 
ers were able to spend out of 
cell. Inmates typically spent 


22 hours a day behind bars, 
limiting the chances of reha¬ 
bilitation, the father of an in¬ 
mate told the Epsom Guardi¬ 
an last year. 

The IMB, a panel of mem¬ 
bers of the public who work 
to ensure prisoners are 
treated with fairness and de¬ 
cency, also noted there were 


“sporadic improvements 
in purposeful activity and 
time out of cell” and that the 
appointment of a perma¬ 
nent governor and deputy 
in May 2016 had brought a 
“gradual stabilising effect on 
High Down”. 

Prisoners could also get 
“basic decency items” such 
as kettles and pillows with 
increased ease after the gov¬ 
ernor’s appointment. 

The IMB’s chair, Sue Bird, 
wrote: “As reported in 2015, 
the board is still of the opin¬ 
ion that there is a casual 
connection between the gen¬ 
eral frustration and violence 
towards fellow prisoners and 
officers. The increase in vio¬ 
lence is symptomatic of a na¬ 
tional prison issue.” 

A Prison Service spokes¬ 
person said: “We are commit¬ 
ted to transforming prisons 
into places of safety and re¬ 
form and have announced a 
major overhaul of the prison 
system including 2,500 extra 
frontline officers. 

“HMP High Down is one of 
31 sites receiving support for 
a targeted local recruitment 
campaign. Staff are also in 
line for a £5,000 pay boost to 
help increase staffing levels.”

Healthy lessons to learn 



Firm favourite 


A DECADE after Jamie 
Oliver’s campaign against 
junk food, a majority of 
colleges struggle to offer 
students healthy options. 

The campaign resulted 
in processed meats, sweets, 
soda and crisps being banned 
from schools. It was part of a 
move to combat the country’s 
growing obesity problem 
estimated, in a report by the 
Government, to cost the NHS 
£5.1bn in 2015 alone. 

The ban, which began 
in 2008, neglected colleges 
and universities, meaning 
vending machines filled with 
chocolates and snacks with 
high saturated fats levels can 
still populate these places. 

It seems the Government 
is focusing its attention on 
younger children. Teachers 
are witnessing kids turning 
up to lessons hungry, dis¬ 
rupting learning. Now mo¬ 
mentum is growing to spread 
the scheme. Labour leader 
Jeremy Corbyn announced 
his party’s policy to pro¬ 
vide free school meals to all 
primary school pupils, help¬ 
ing to ensure they receive 
regular nutritious meals. 

At the moment pupils in 
the first three years of pri¬ 
mary education receive free 
meals but, after this stage, are 
once again regularly exposed 


to sugary snacks. In England 
16-year-olds must remain in 
some form of education until 
18, unless an apprenticeship 
or work is started. 

The secretary of state for 
education, Justine Green¬ 
ing, started a campaign last 
year for all schools to com¬ 
mit to the same standards, 
but, post-Brexit the appetite 
for this has slowed amid 
uncertainty over education 
funding and the country’s 
economic performance. Last 
year’s money for the Educa¬ 
tion Funding Agency (EFA) 
was cut by 2.2 per cent. The 
worry is this could impact 
bringing in a change in food 
standards in colleges. 


A spokesman for the De¬ 
partment of Health said: 
“The Government recognises 
the importance of helping 
children and young people 
lead healthier lives. 

“The Childhood Obesity: 
A Plan for Action was pub¬ 
lished last year to improve 
the wellbeing of children, 
and contribute towards 
reducing future pressures 
on the NHS. The plan will 
help children and families to 
recognise and make health¬ 
ier choices and be more 
active, supported by schools 
and the NHS.” 

The child obesity plan 
highlights that a third of 
children aged two to 15 are 


considered to be overweight 
and that younger generations 
are staying obese for longer. 

Obese adults are more 
likely to contract type-2 dia¬ 
betes, and they are not only 
prone to physical threats 
such as heart attacks but also 
mental health conditions 
such as depression. 

The improvements to the 
food standards in schools 
have had unforeseen con¬ 
sequences too; the Royal 
Society of Public Health 
found one in four chil¬ 
dren had takeaway meals 
delivered to school. In addi¬ 
tion, 40 per cent of schools 
are within walking distance 
of fast-food outlets.

IS BACK

Rail boss 


on almost 
£500k 
despite 
dispute

THE man in charge of Southern Rail was 
paid almost £500,000 despite the service 
being crippled by strikes and tumbling 
profits. 

Charles Horton, chief executive of Go- 
via Thameslink Railway (GTR), pocketed 
£495,000 in the last financial year, figures 
revealed. He was paid £478,000 by GTR and 
received a further £17,000 from Southern 
Railway Limited. 

News of his pay comes amid a bitter dis¬ 
pute between the franchise and transport 
unions over driver-only operated trains, 
which disrupted journeys for millions of 
passengers. 

As well as the embattled operator rou¬ 
tinely ranking lowest in customer satisfac¬ 
tion polls, its parent company also suffered 
a profit slump of more than £15million in 
the past year. The chaos that has engulfed 
Southern, characterised by 31 strikes 
since April last year, resulted in apologies 
from Go-Ahead, which owns GTR. 

Mr Horton received his increased pack¬ 
et despite Go-Ahead’s chief executive Da¬ 
vid Brown having refused to be considered 
for an annual bonus and a pay increase in 
September, citing the ongoing crisis. 

He was previously paid £493,000 in 2015. 
Of this £230,000 was paid by Southern Rail, 
which operated as a separate entity in 
GTR, in the first six months of the year. 

He was then paid £263,000 in the sec¬ 
ond half of the year after Southern, which 
operates in Epsom, became part of the 
parent company. 

A spokesman for Southern Rail said: 
“As policy we do not discuss the remuner¬ 
ation of any of our employees.”

Excellent piece on NHS cuts 


Your front page last week 
(‘Costly cutters’ March 23 2017) 
was excellent in showing the 
scale of cuts that the NHS is 
facing in the coming years. 

I want to focus on what this 
means for South-west London. 
The Sustainability and Trans¬ 
formation Plan for our area 
estimates a funding gap of £828 
million by 2020/2021. 

To close this gap, besides 
finding £371m through ‘effi¬ 
ciencies’, it sets out £187m of 
‘transformational savings’. 

The scale of the change 


envisaged means a 44 per cent 
reduction in acute inpatient 
bed days, 20 per cent reduction 
in outpatient appointments and 
about 13 per cent reduction in 
elective surgery. 

In considering the five hospi¬ 
tals we have, it makes a strong 
case for maintaining four only 
on financial, clinical and staff¬ 
ing grounds. 

St Georges will be kept be¬ 
cause of its acute stroke, major 
trauma and hyper¬ 
acute services. 

The other three Croydon, 


Epsom and Kingston are 
considered as needing improve¬ 
ments in maintenance and 
some services. Finally St Helier 
Hospital is singled out for 
having a 1930s building which 
prevents it from ‘ever being 
made compliant with modern 
standards’. This is the clearest 
indication we have that St 
Helier Hospital is down for 
possible closure. 

Many of us believe that this 
would be disastrous for the peo¬ 
ple of Sutton and Merton. The 
only thing that can stop this is 


for people to speak out now to 
keep St Helier Hospital in 
large numbers. 

One campaign that is leaflet- 
ing across Sutton and Merton, 
holding public meetings to 
inform people is Keep Our St 
Helier Hospital (KOSHH). 

It has a website koshh.org 
and a Facebook page where 
people can get further 
information.

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WHAT DAD COOKED 

Pete and Leo from What Dad AQQ A DII ft A 
Cooked tell ushowtheirdad put UuuUDIIUU 
together this recipe for a tasy Italian dish, Ossobuco... 


TIME: 4 TO 5 HOURS SERVES: 4 
LEVEL: MEDIUM 

It's the best of slow cooking - and 
it's well worth the wait. The best 
part of osso bucco is the bone mar¬ 
row. 

We used British 'rose' veal from 
our local butchers CD Jennings and 
Sons. Veal has had a bad press in 
the past - but welfare standards 
have improved throughout Europe. 
British veal is worth supporting, the 
welfare standards are very high and 
supermarkets are now supporting 
more ethical and sustainable veal 
production. Check on the welfare 
status - some veal is indoor-reared 
and others are outdoor-reared, diet 
balance can be different with some 
veal milk-fed and other given feed 
(generally 'rose'). The veal I have 
used here is outdoor-bred rose veal. 
WHATYOU NEED: 

4 -5 pieces of osso buco (prefera¬ 
bly British 'rose' veal) about 1 kg 
2 medium onions 
2 medium carrots 
2 sticks of celery 
6 medium cloves of garlic 
185 ml white wine 
500 ml chicken stock 
400 ml tomato passata or 1 tin of 
chopped plum tomatoes 


3 bay leaves 
2 sprigs of rosemary 

1 tsp dried oregano 
Plain white flour 
For the gremolata 
Small bunch parsley 

2 unwaxed lemons 
1 clove garlic 

HOW DAD COOKED IT: 
Preheat the oven to 180C, Gas 4. 
Start to cook the tomatoes. Pour 
into a saucepan and simmer gently 
on a back burner, stirring often. Add 
a little water if it gets too thick. 

Prepare and fry the vegetables. 
Wash and chop the vegetables. 
Put into a cast iron casserole with a 
glug of olive oil. Finely chop 6 cloves 
of garlic and add to the vegetables. 
Fry for about 15 minutes, stirring 
continuously. Then add the stock 
and bring to the boil, simmer for 5 
minutes. Meanwhile... 

Brown the meat. Use a large 
nonstick frying pan. Put the pan on 
a medium-high heat and when hot 
add a couple good glugs of light ol¬ 
ive oil. When hot add the meat and 
then let it brown without moving - 
use an ajar lid over the pan to stop 
splattering. Turn when browned 
and brown the other side. Scatter 
about 11/2 tablespoons of flour 


over the osso bucco and turn - scat¬ 
ter another tablespoon on the other 
side. Continue to brown the meat, 
just colouring the flour. Set the osso 
bucco aside on a plate. Add the 
wine to the pan and reduce, stirring 
to collect the residues from frying. 

Assemble and cook the casse¬ 
role. Place the osso bucco in the 
casserole, add the tomatoes and 
the thickened wine reduction. Add 
the herbs. Bring to a gentle simmer. 
With the lid ajar, place the casse¬ 
role in the oven and turn the heat 
down to 140C, gas 1. Cook for 1 
1/2 hours and then turn the heat to 
110C, Gas 1/4 and cook for another 
hour or hour 1/2. Check the meat it 
should be very tender. Time the end 
of cooking and make a risotto Mil¬ 
anese (plain risotto using wine and 
chicken stock as usual with a good 
pinch of saffron. Finish with butter 
and Parmesan as usual). Serve with 
gremolata and sides of vegetables 
or salad if desired. 

Gremolata. Chop a small bunch 
of parsley with the rind of two 
lemons and a grated garlic clove. 
Sprinkle this over the dish as a final 
garnish.

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The Government's proposed ban 
on letting agent fees will cost 
tenants who stay in properties 
the longest hundreds of pounds, 
ARLA Propertymark (Association 
of Residential Letting Agents) 
in partnership with Capital 
Economics claim. 

ARLA Propertymark has worked 
with leading research consultancy 
Capital Economics to explore the 
impact a ban on letting agent fees 
would have on rent costs, letting 
agents, the private rented sector 
and the wider economy. 

According to the association, 
letting agent fees account for 
about a fifth of letting agents' 
revenues, and cover the cost of 
checks required to set up a tenancy 
agreement. If they are banned 
outright when the Government 
publishes its consultation agents 
will need to pass the costs on to 
landlords through higher agents' 
fees. Two in five landlords (41 per 
cent) expect they will need to pass 
on a portion of the inflated cost 
to tenants, and the research finds 
they will most likely push rents up 
by £103 on average per year. The 
association claims if landlords 
were to pass on the entire uplift 
in agents' fees, tenants would be 
hit harder, typically seeing rent 
increases of £275 a year. 

ARLA Propertymark say, based 
on an average rent increase of 


£103, those in tenancies 10 years 
or more will lose out by £755. 
However, those who move every six 
months will pocket £4,463 over a 
ten-year period. 

The lettings sector employs 
about 58,000 people across the 
country and ARLA Propertymark 
say if letting agents take the full 
hit of the fee ban,16,000 jobs will 
be at risk. But they claim it's more 
likely agents will pass on 75 per 
cent of the costs to landlords, 
which would result in job losses of 
around 4,000. 

They say that as landlords try 
to recoup the costs passed on 
through increased agent' fees, 
they will implement several coping 
mechanisms, including: Not 
buying any more rental properties 
(27 percent; selling some rental 
properties (20 percent); reducing 
use of letting agents (eight per 
cent); spending less on property 
maintenance (seven percent). 

ARLA Propertymark say the 
rental market is already under 
huge pressure to increase housing 
stock to offset rising demand; any 
further hits to limited stock will put 
more upward pressure on rents as 
competition between prospective 
tenants heightens. 

In Scotland, letting agent fees 
were banned in 1984 and officially 
clarified in the Private Rented 
Housing Act of 2011. This meant 


that tenants were only accountable 
for the rent and deposit, and 
everything else would be charged 
to the landlord. However, 
according to ARLA Propertymark, 
this has resulted in many agents 
carrying out less of the tasks they 
were doing previously. One in 
four said they no longer do credit 
checks as standard. 

The association says the 
Exchequer is in receipt of £400m in 
employee taxes from letting agents 
which is at risk if there is a hit to 
employment in the sector. 

Further, letting agent activity 
supports a huge range of jobs 
through spending with suppliers, 
such as maintenance firms 
and legal firms which, ARLA 
Propertymark says, will all be put 
under pressure if activity falls. 
Using Government data, they 
estimate letting agents spend 
about £1.4bn annually on goods 
and services such as accountancy 
and legal fees, building supplies 
and Government services. Overall 
the spending on suppliers supports 
around 17,000 jobs indirectly 
across the UK and £1.1 bn of value 
added. 

David Cox, chief executive, 
ARLA Propertymark said: "The 
Government's Autumn Statement 
announcement that it plans to ban 
letting agent fees was the third big 
blow in as many years for agents."

Hyundafs i30 Tourer might be all the vehicle you 
ever need. JONATHAN CROUCH reports... 

ON THE ROAD 
Hyundai 
130 

Tourer 



BACKGROUND: The 130 is, 

according to Hyundai, 'more than just 
a model' but 'a whole family of cars', 
consisting of four body types with 
unique characters united by 'coherent, 
timeless design'. Make of that what 
you will. 

Here, we're looking at the Tourer 
estate version, which is a great choice 
if you want to impress somebody 
with quite how far Korean cars have 
come. Thanks to a 620-litre boot, you 
certainly won't need to pack light. 
DRIVING EXPERIENCE: The 
engines on offer are the same as 
those on offer in the hatch variant 
-there are two petrol units and one 
diesel. If you're fueling from the 
green pump, you'll be choosing 
between a couple of advanced 
T-GDI units, a three cylinder 1.0-litre 
120PS variant and a four cylinder 
140PS 1.4-litre derivative, which can 
be ordered either with a six-speed 
manual gearbox or 7speed DCT auto 
transmission. The same transmission 
choices are also offered to diesel 
folk, who get the 1.6-litre CRDi HOPS 
powerplant carried over from the 
previous generaion line-up. 

We're already familiar with the 1.0 
T-GDI powerplant from the i20 - here 
it develops 170Nm of torque. Newer 
to us though, is the 1.4 T-GDI variant. 
This unit puts out 242Nm of torque 
and works well with the dual-clutch 
transmission where it offers the user 
two drive modes: 'normal' and 'sport'. 


In 'sport' mode, you get a different 
shift pattern that holds gears longer 
before shifting, plus the steering 
provides a sporty feel and the throttle 
response is adapted. 

Hyundai says it's put a lot more 
work into ride and handling this 
time round, developing this car in 
Europe at venues like the famous 
Nurburgring Nordschliefe.The 
completely reworked chassis should 
certainly make this generation model 
feel more responsive, aided by more 
accurate electric power steering that 
is supposed to be 10% more direct 
than before. 

DESIGN: With most small estate 
cars, the designers are given the 
unenviable brief of working with the 
existing 'hard points' of the hatchback 
model, merely grafting a conservatory 
onto the back and hoping that it looks 
halfway cohesive. The i30 Tourer 
isn't like that, delivering a very neat 
piece of styling, with a sharply rising 
beltline giving it a poised, aggressive 
look. There's plenty of luggage space 
too, offering 602-litres with the rear 
seats in position (74-litres more than 
before). Fold down the 60:40-split 
rear seats and this expands to a hefty 
1,650-litres. 

There can't be too many cars 
that can disguise their load lugging 
abilities quite as well as the i30 
Estate. The upright front of this third 
generation i30 uses the brand's 
latest stylistic signature, its socalled 


'Cascading Grille'. In combination 
with the three-projector LED 
headlamps and the vertical LED 
daytime running lights, this gives the 
car a much stronger visual presence 
than it had before. It's much smarter 
and classier inside too. The floating 
screen of the optional eight-inch 
navigation touch screen on the 
dashboard integrates all navigation, 
media and connectivity features and 
there's a redesigned multifunction 
three-spoke steering wheel too. For 


enhanced comfort, the front seats can 
be heated or cooled in three stages. 
When customers choose power seats, 
these can be adjusted in 10-ways 
including lumber support. There's an 
optional panoramic glass roof to fit 
with the current segment trend. 
MARKET AND COST: Hyundai 
quickly realised that it couldn't 
achieve its global ambitions by 
maintaining a pile 'em high, sell 'em 
cheap philosophy and has instead 
adopted a strategy with rather more 


potential for building the brand. The 
aggressive pricing remains, but now 
quality has improved drastically and 
Hyundai is trying to differentiate itself 
in terms of equipment levels. Expect 
prices to start at around £18,000 
and there are 'S', 'SE' and 'SE Nav' 
equipment levels. 

As for equipment levels across 
the range, well Hyundai isn't holding 
back. There's dual-zone climate 
control to ensure a comfortable 
environment for all occupants during 


long journeys. Plus niceties like a 
panoramic sunroof and a heated 
steering wheel are optional, as is a 
Navigation system you operate via an 
8-inch touchscreen on the dash. 

Safety has been a particular 
feature of the development of this 
car. The key news is that all variants 
get Autonomous Emergency Braking, 
a system that scans the road ahead 
as you drive, the set-up looking for 
potential collision hazards. If one is 
detected, you'll be warned. If you 
don't respond - or aren't able to - the 
brakes will automatically be applied to 
decrease the severity of any resulting 
accident.
